instruments, were utilised to the best 
of the various performer's ability. And 
really their music was quite enlivening, 
and the little town took upon itself 
the appearance or an open-air concert 
on a large scale

though, that the air was not as cold 
then as i) has been finue. 
It was just 


setting in, and the darkies were bound 
to have their fun in spite of Jack 
Frost. 
T do not know what occurred

work 
and the late snow-storm has

The peaple here are very social, very 


kind to strangers. Any family bearing 
evidences of respectability, coming 
here, with the implied intention of 
making their home in Texas, will meet 
a welcome. 
Thev will find, both 


amongst people ef Northern and South- 
ern extraction, an evident desire to en- 
deavor to make new-comers feel at 
home, to give them all possible infor- 
mation, and to patronize them if they 
engage in business. I have found 
amongst all classes, a cordiality of so- 
cial intercourse seldom'met with in the 
North. 
There are, of course, many 


rough, uncouth, uneducated people 
here, whs know little of the laws of 
good breeding. A fair sprinkling of 
sharpers, looking for opportunities to 
fleece the unwary. But there is also 
a large proportion of refined, intelligent 
people, many from the North, and also 
quite a number from tke Southern 
States. Some of tho best people here 
are from South Carolina and Georgia. 


To digress a little, I will tell yon 


what I saw a moment ago from the 
window by which I am writing. There 
is not a sleigh in the country, but an 
inventive genius determined to have a 
sleigh ride, has just harnessed a horse 
to a lar^e rocking chair, and is now 
scooting around tha public square, en- 
throned in it, amid the yells and accla- 
mations of the loafers, and the admi- 
rati»n of those who are not loafers, 
with an occasional snow-ball flying af- 
ter him.
